The gale comes 
sometimes as late «.i tho first week in 
October, but last year M came In the last 
week In August. It will be seen that the 
city Is in Imminent danger at any mo- 
ment. This wonld cause such a crash-

never before heard of. The temperature 
tiat changed so us to warn the people that 
the storm Is at hand. Tho effect of a 
week's storm and pelting rains upon the

Feari for the Island oi Bermuda. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.—The Washing- 


ton-scientists are generally agreed thai 
there Is considerable reason for anxiety 
regarding the Island of Bermuda. It was 
in the direct path of the earthquake which 
prostrated Charleston, but it Is so far 
away that no news as to the effect of the 
shock has yet been received. A gentle- 
man that visits Bermuda yearly shares in 
this anxiety, as he says It Is well known 
that the island, by its peculiar formation 
and location, is especially susceptible to 
Injury by earthquake shocks. It lias been 
one of the fears of the inhabitants tor a 
hundred years that some day a convul- 
sion of this kind wonld wipe them out. 
• The Island is of coral foundation built 
upon top of a volcanic mountain of great 
steepness. Some of the soundings In thai 
vicinity eqnal In depth any In the world. 
The base of this submarine mountain is 
not iruch wider than the top, and the 
existence of great caves through which 
the sea water finds Its way to the interior 
ol the island shows its unsubstantial 
construction. The island is only fifteen 
miles long by two or three broad, and

For- 
tunately 1 was not compelled to lose a single 
day while In the service on account of sick- 
ness or,Injury, and my health has been. If 
possible, better since than before. But my 
associates and successors In the surgical de- 
partment have all been removed by death. 
The bodies of Tidball, Hawloyand Wiley- 
men of note In their profession, and faithful 
surgeons while In the service—have long since 
mingled with the dust of the earth ; but with 
you who received their devoted attention 
their memory is perpetual. 


While I now bid you a farewell, that may 
never bo repeated, I trust that you may "live 
long and prosper," and that what claims you 
may have on the gratitude or the treasury of 
the people may never be vetoed.
